Tragedy in a Kussinn Coiivt. 

A terrible tragedy was recently en- 
acteil in open court during the tjial of 
two iioliiieal prisoners at Liisk, in the 
llussian Province of Voiliynia. Two 
Poles, named Wierzbickiand Wilczinsk, 
wdio were lianishod to Siberia after tho 
events of ISG;!, efl'ecled thoir escape 
some months ago, but wore lately ar- 
rested in the province of Vclhynia and 
brought up for triaL Wierzibicki is 
50 fifty years of ftge and his companion 
43. Tho jury found both prisoners 
guilty of the charge brought against 
them, and the former was consequently 
i^ondemned to ninety siroeka of the 
rod and banishinPiU for life to the Si- 
berian minrs, wliili.' the latter wa.s sen- 
tenceil to ten years haril labor in the 
Sih(;rian mines and banishment for 
life. Hardly had tho two unfortunate 
men heart! their fate when Wiei/ 
bicki sprang to his feet, and exclaimed 
" lie aceiir.sed, ve snnl-inurdererK! You 
will not see me to-inorrovvl"sayng which 
he pluntred a knife into his neck, 
lireat confusion ensued, and when the 
judge ('alleil upon the guard and pir 
son warder to remove the wounded 
man those otTiciais were nowhere to be 
found. It was afterwards discovered 
that Wieizliicki had escajied, he was 
I'eraptiired in the town. Wierzbicki 
lies in a precariiioiis statd, little hope 
being entertained of his recovery.

THE DOMINION LfQUOJi LA W 

Tho teiuporance question is one ibtit 
presents su many inherent difficultiuH 
that it may he Buid to rank among tlml 
claHB uf uiutUirii ooiiundniiiirt iibout ivhiuli 
didhciiiloiuiil puujile are opt t(j :isk tlieni- 
aelvos if ovun uumiiiou at'-UHe itsell li;is 
power to dijvise a remedy lu luuut thc 
caae. There is some excuse, then, fur the 
teinporanoo question having gut into the 
somewhat mixed state in which it oxiatH 
to-day, and which hlia arisen from an at- 
tempt to dostniy the Upus true t)y clip- 
ping its foliage, instead of blasting itH 
roots — in other words, from negloctin"; if 
begin at the beginning. The surest teet 
of the sincerity uf the temperance sonti- 
mentuf this Dominion would be a resolu- 
tion passed in parliament that no muru 
revenue ahail bo rlurivud from dutioH on 
intoxicating liijuoiii. Tho linanciiil bui- 
deu arising from liiiHstop would, of coui-ii!, 
have to be distributed on r,iie lack.i of ilu- 
ratepayers, who then niijjcht nook to iiuiin! 
nify themselves by such further nioasures 
•a would tend to relieve theiu from the 
expense incident to crime and poverty 
cau.sod by driuikenno.ss by 11 judicioua ;ind 
gradual prohibilimi, guided by tin: ex- 
perience of states whore the experimont 
has b«en tried. But this prohibition would 
have to begin at the beginning— not with 
tho man who merely acted as a diHtrihut- 
er for the manufacturer and imponer; 
not with the dwarfed extremities of the 
trade, but with tlie giants of the traflic, 
the manufacturer and importer ihom- 
aelves. To bo frank, it may be found 
necessary in the future to place the con< 
trol of this matter in thehanila of the cen- 
tral government, but whenever thin is 
done it should be by tin* wwh of the peo- 
ple themseivoa. At prt'Hont, accordini^ tu 
the B. N. A. Act, ilio iJominion lioe.s not 
posseaa this power, notwithalanding tho 
determination witli which it seuma in 
clined to eriforco it. In fact ohe very act 
itself, on groundd already aet forth, is a 
startling if nut abauid incongruity in 
temperance legislation, for after dvjel.iring 
the tratlic legal, making it a aoiirco nf 
reveiiue, and inducing people to invest in 
it, the act auddi'uly turns round on the 
smaller dealer and says, '■there are too 
many of you, you are doing a deal of 
harm, you've got to be thinned out or the 
country will go to niiij." Ad for the im- 
porter and manufacturer that in a differ 
ent matter alloguther—they merely pro- 
vide the ammunition and load tho gun — 
the dangerous mun is the one that tires it 
off. Thirt id really what tho Dominion 
liquor act jiiyH. Such otTliand and Buper- 
ficial meaHuriin for promuLiiig tomperauee 
»re pretty curtain to come to grief, and 
they even bear the impress of tqu want of 
sincerity on their voiy face. The new li- 
quor law will probably bo opposed in every 
province, and lust though not least by 
British Columbia. On Wednesday the de- 
bate in the iocai houae on the resolution 
in reference to this matter, introduced by 
Mr. Theodore Davie, plainly showed the 
foelinga of inombers in regard to it, al- 
though the resolution was withdrawn for 
the present, and ther» is no doubt that 
both sides of the house would unite in 
protecting the right.') of the province 
from Kuch encroachmi'ii'a. Nor waH this 
all. At tho weekly uioeting of tho iiuuii- 
cipal council, held the same evening, 
Councillor (jowoii, seconded by Council- 
lor Boyd, made a reS'-Uilion that wa.i 
passed unanimously, to th,. effect that the 
Dominion liquor law ''waa a direct iulur- 
forence with the n^jhta and privileges of 
tho legislature of this province according 
to the British Korth America Act." The 
roaolutiun also asked the council to re- 
quest the members to take necessary stops 
to protect the rights of the city. Thu ex- 
pressions of opinion, li.ith of the local 
house and of the municipal council, con- 
vey no uncertain Bouiid, and will doubt- 
less bo repeated by louder echoes in every 
part of the province. .Sui)poaing the law 
coroe* into force it is ill be curious to ob- 
serve on what principle it will be carried 
out. Will the ownera of housua tos.s up 
or draw lots fur cliaiiees of envied poHi- 
tions on the roll/ Will the richeat or the 
poorest liiiuor dealer.-) be placed among 
the elect? Perhaps it will be thoiio only 
who use the smallest glasses, a fact which 
should certainly recommend them to a 
paternal govcmment. And suppoaing 
our liquor doalura tluly appointed without 
fear or favor, and their liapleas brottiron 
all sold out aii l departed — what uextl 
Will they make handsome fortunes out of 
the monopoly/ or will thoy form a syndi- 
cate and raise the price of drinks ( Why 
not ? Tho oracle baa not spoken as to the 
mode of procuduro, although the province 
ftndcity have buiin divided anildiatributed; 
but this fealuii) of creating a monopoly in 
liquor is a very sorious one, unless it is 
counteracted by a percentage on the value 
of the liquor sold, for tho boneBt of the 
city in some way or other. But which 
ever way w-d h.ok at t ho legislation it is 
eminently un-satiafactory, and not calcu- 
lated to idvanco the tomperanco cauao it- 
self, for the simple reason that it does not 
beginf atj the beginning, bub is a feeble, 
nnsatiBfaetor^ tinkering with the extrem- 
ities of an evil, to even control which will 
require very vigorous treatment at the 
roots. .Vdinittiiig that the Male of li<juor 
is au evil, and w<j\;\d be bettor curtailed, 
aven-handed justice aliould bo dealt out 
to tho largo producer and doalor as well 
SB the smaller retailor; and all attempts 
lit legislation ou any other principle can 



only rcsalt in failore. To those who ore 1 
connected with the toniporance cause and 
are anxious for its success, it may bo said 
that u 3 successful reform can bo c.irried 
out without sacrilices. Nothing .short of 
a national declaration on tho part -i the | 
people as a whole that thoy were rci^Jy to i 
assume the burden of the lo.s8 of rt vonuo ' 
arising from tho abolition of duiie.i on . 
liquors, in order that they might acquire j 
the right to at Ica.st control the evil, would ! 
have a con vincinj.; moral ell'ect that would 1 
be rosistleas, and could not fail to facili- ! 
tate any measures that might be neces- j 
sary. This would bo begiuuing at the bo- 
ginning. I
